The Van Wert Daily Times is pub- 


lishing a series of articles on the con- 
gressional history 
of -Northwestern 


Ohio which are intensely interesting 
as they tend to give the present gen- 
eration of readers an idea of the mer 
its of the brilliant men who repre- 
sented this part ot Ohio la the early 
days. 
We herewith reproduce some 


of the good things wraic]i the articles 
contain: 


When Ohio was admitted a state in 


1803, she had one member of con- 
gress, and so continued until 1812 
Jereiniab. Morrow, afterwards gover- 
nor, served Ohio in. congress as her 
sole representative for 
these ten 


years. In 18.12'the legislature cre- 
ated six: districts, -which remained 
thus for a decade. In 1822 Oalo w 
divided into fourteen dlstncts. For 
tlie first time Van Wert county ap- 
peared on the map. and it was mad! 
a part of the' third district, composed 
of Preble, Miami, Mercer, Van Wert, 
Panlding, Williams, Shelby. 
Allen. 


Montgomery and Putnam, e-rrfbradng 
the entire two west tiers of counties 
as now constituted from thCj north 
line of Butler county to the Michigan 
line. 
" ' . ! / ' 


Win. McLain from Miami county 


was the first congressman from the 
third dteirict and served six years. 
Joseph H. Crane, 
of Montgomery 


county, served the following four. 
Tu 1S32 Ohio was divided into nine- 
teen districts, Van Wert remaining 
in the tbird district, 'whlc.il was. 
changed by taking out. Preble and 
adding Henry and Wood. Mr.'Crane 
got four more years in the new dis- 
trict, and was succeeded by Patrick 
H. Goode, of Shelby, who served Six 
years. 
Mr. Goode was "a "lawyer b> 


of.cii[>ation. 


In IS'12 Ohio was divided -into 


twenty-one districts, and Van Wert 
Iwcani* a part of the fifth district 
composed of 
Mercer, 
Van 
Wert, 


Paulding, Williams, Lucas, 
Henry, 


Putnam, Allen, Shelby, Hardln ana 
Defiance. 
Krnery I>. Potter, of To- 


:<;do. a very able lawyer, who served 


efm in t!i<; lower houso of tho lofi- 


I^Jafnro, and one term rm senator in 
flie legislature, was tho> first rongress- 
man from the now di»trlrt. 
Win. 


Sawyer, of Mercer county, who tbon 
lived in St. Marys, and was l<nown as 
"Sansatro Hill." lH>cn.us« hfi always 
carried n bologna in bis pocket, »«rv-,. 


ed two terms. Mr. Potter then ca.me 
back for another term. Mr. Potter 
served in other districts, rnaking his 
service in congress eight years. 


la 1845 Ohio had the first Gerry- 


mander, when the Whigs got the leg- 
islature, but the fifth district was not 
changed. 
A. P. Edgerton, of Hieks- 


ville, a capitalist, ifho had .served 
two terms In the state senate, was 
the next member ot congress and 
served the last • two yearauxf the de- 
cade.

In J 8 52 Ohio was aiYidefl into 


twenty-one .districts and ,the fiftn 
was composed of Van Wert, Paulding, 
Pfltnam. Defiance, Williams, Fulton, 
'Jjupas, Wood, 
Henry and Hancock. 


Mr. Edgerton served two moregi'ears 
te the new; district. Mr. Edgerton 
was one of the pioneei's of northwes- 
terp-Ohio, 02- did snuch to develope 
1fae country, and was a large dealer 
m real estate and town sites. He died 
a few years ago in Hicicsville. KioS- 
ard Mott, of Lucas, served the fol- 
lowing four years. 


Richard Mott, the successor of Mr. 


^Bdgerton, was borniin New York in 
1S0.4, but died in Toledo in 1866. In 
•early life he was a railway promoter 
•and was ^instrumental in helping to 
build the first railroad in Ohio. 
He 


entertained very pronounced views 
«a the Anti-slavery question. 


Up to this time the district na<i 


^ever been, represented by any one 
but a Democrat. With the election 
of 1858 the district was lo see a 
change and a man who soon attained 
national prominence, because of his 
pronounced views was the next rep- 
resentative, James M. Ashley, of To- 
ledo. 


After Mr. Ashley had served the 


district four years, the state was re- 
•apporUaned In 1S62, 'and 
he was 


thrown into a new district. 
Ohio 


had nineteen districts and the fifth 
was composed of 
Allen, Auglaize, 


Van Wert, Mercer, Hardln, Wyan- 
dotte and Hancock. 


Frances LeBlond, of Mercer coun- 


ty, served the new district from IS62 
to 1 SCO. Mr. LeBlond had previously 
served two terms in the lower house 
of the legislature and was the speak- 
er of the body. He served the lour 
years in Washington with great dis- 
tinction 
and 
was active in 
the 


troublesome affairs incident to the 
great war. He was active as his Re- 
publican predecessor, and new col- 
league from another district. 
Mr. 


Ashley was on the Republican side. 
Mr.. Elaine in his twenty years in 
congress characterized him as a lead- 
er on the Democratic side. Mr. Le- 
Blond was born in Knox county in 
1S21; and died in Celina in 1904. He 
was quite active as a lawyer «>p 'till 
his death. 


Wm. Mungen, of Hancock, served 


the district, from 1866 to 1S70. Mr. 
Mungen was 
a lawyer 
and 
was 


known as "Fiddling Bill." 
He had 


served one term as state senator 
itrior to this lime. In the convention 
of 1SGS hold at Wapakoneta, Hon. 
F. C. LeBlond was chairman and 
Mr. Mungen was renominated by ac- 
clamation. 


In 1870 Chas. N. 
Lamison, 
of 


Lima, was nominated by (he Demo- 
irats at Wapakoneta and 
elected. 


There were a large field of condi- 
datoa and Mr. Lamison was named 
on tho twenty-eighth ballot. Jas.
